S.O. 667(E):—— whereas the Central Gover¬ 
nment is of the opinion that it is necessary and expe¬ 
dient in the public interest to exempt certain classes 
of persons from the opeiation of some of the pro¬ 
visions of the Arms Act, 1959 (54 of 1 959); 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 41 of the said Act, the Central 
Government hereby exempts the classes of persons 
specified in column 2 of the Schedule hereto anne¬ 
xed, in respect of the arms of the category or descri¬ 
ption specified in the corresponding entry in column 
3 thereof, when carried, possessed for their own 
personal use for the purpose of training or use in 
competitions, from the operation of the provisions 
of sub-section (2) of section 3, and sub-clause (i) of 
clause (a) of sub-section (1) <5f section 9, of the said 
Act and subject to such conditions as are specified 
in the corresponding entry in column 4 of the said 
Schedule : 

Provided that the exemption hereby granted 
shall be subject to the following furthe conditions, 
namely :- 

(1) the certifying body fbr persons specified at 
serial No. I of the Schedule shall be the 
Ministry of Sports, Government of India. 
The certificate shall specifically state that 
the award was conferred for excellence as a 
shooter, and not for Administrative, deveio- 
mental or promotional work connected 
with shooting; 

(2) the certifying body floi persons specified at 
serial mumbers 2,3,4 and 5 of the Schedule 
shall be the currently serving General 
Secretary or the Honorary Secretary of the 
National Rifle Association or the Indian 
Olympic Association.
